Step l:Shut off main water supply, close the shut-off valve, flush toilet, remove hose to toilet 
tank remove the single outlet valve from water supply tube, leaving compression sleeve 
and nut,install dual outlet ACE 45890, turn to off, restore water supply, check for leaks.

Step 2:Remove toilet seat hinge bolts, lay aslde^for use in subsequent step, lift off both seat and

Step 3:Refer to the drawing of a typical Watei^pe installation shown in perspective, identify 
control valve bracket. Use-material of your choice, usually decorative wood of adequate 
stiffness, 1/2 inch thick. Make a paper template as per illustration for a typical toilet. Line 
template up v^th the 2 bolt holes of the toilet bowl to check for correct fit. Sometimes 
comt^ensation mav be reauired e.g. curvature of water tank.

Cut the bracket as per template (adjusted if need be), drill the 2 bolt holes of 1/2 inch dia. 
and the 3rd. hole for the angle shut-off valve ACE49235 of 'iifeinch dia. Sand paper 
comers smooth, Tmn over bracket and cut a groove across its entire width in the middle 
of the 2 bolt holes to a depth of 1/4 inch. This allows the spout tube straight portion to 
pass underneath the bracket. Lay bracket aside for the time being. 

Attach the 2 inch piece of 3/8 inch dia. copper tube into outlet of the angle shut-off 
valve with compression sleeve and nut provided. Slide the union ACE 42438,3/8 inch 
side onto the 3/8 inch dia. tube andscrew on the nut with compression sleeve in place. 
Put this sub-assembly aside for use in a subsequent step. 

: Take the 24/2 feet of 1/4 inch dia. copper tubing and starthig with the spout's discharge 
end bend in stages into the desired S shape as per illustration._Fine tuning will be made

To clear the tank shape the tube: . to lay along its side to the left, behind the bracket to be 
installed, by a rounded bend of 90 degrees starting at a distance from the S portion 
corresponding to the path of the groove underneath the bracket., some 2 ifl to 3 inch.

Step 6: With the tube bendmg coiripleted to this stage, the bracket and the toilet seat & cover 
assembly are to be installed. The bracket goes in place with its tube portion in the 
groove undenieath, the spout is lined up over the rim in the middle of the bowl the holes 
are seen through the bracket. Have it held in place while the toilet seat hinge rings are 
positioned on top and the bolts can be dropped in. Tighten securely so that there remains 
no movement in the bracket . 

Step 7: Take the sub-assembly prepared in step 4, remove the handle of the control valve ( single 
screw on top) and pull handle from its serrated shaft. Now the angular body of the valve 
with the union joint already attached and pointing st raight to the back, is firmly pushed 
upwards into the';^/^ inch hole of the bracket, because of the body^s shape some filing 
may assist to house the valve snugly, with its top almost flush with the bracket's surface 
so tliat the valve stem protrudes to re-install its handle which is turned to the right to 
close. 

Step 8: The final stage of tube bendmg is accompUshed in this step by gradually bending the 

portion beyond the tanlc^s left front comer in stages while holding tube slightly away 
from sharp comers make the turn towards the 1/4 inch end of the union joint .Allow 
a small overlap and remove excess tubing with a small tube cutter. Insert and fasten with

the dual outlet shut-off valve ^s 3/8 inch compressicri outlet. Also attacK^^e tank' s hose in 
same manner. 

Step 10; Make final adjustments as need be to spout^s position in toilet bowl ^ check all bends 

so tubing follows the contours outlined.The bracket must be tirmlyjafcached so there tS 
no play whatsoever. Check for leaks by opening the'dual outlet shiatoff valve, the toilet 
tank fills.Now cover the WATER- WIPE (T) discharge spout with a towel, to avoid a 
spill.Open its valve gradually to go from soft rinsing to selected pressure }et action. 
Check all connections and make adjustments if called for. Personalize by fine tuning the 
spout's directional spray action into the toilet bowl.
